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New Election Unwarranted; 
Council Exonerates Black 




NoDelibèrate 
Infraction of 
SEC Regulation 

In a single motion cxoncratine 
L. K. (Bimbo) Blacic from any de- 
liberate and premcdiated infraction 
of council rules, Students' Council 
passed a motion by a close vote of 
7 to 5 last night which also declar- 
ed that the campaign procedure of 
the last election did not warrant 
the calling of a new election. 

The motion was the result of a 
lengthy discussion by council mem' 
bers, .1 

The council then resolved itself 
into a committee to enable un- 
limited discussion. The nature of 
the debate which followed Intro 
duction of the motion centered 
around the two grounds, moral and 
technical, which might bo consid- 
ered as a basis for re-election 
Several councillors felt that mor- 
ally there was no violation, but that 
there was technically, and the 
question lo be resolved was whe- 
ther the technical infringements 
were of sufficient magnitude to 
warrant : re-election. , : . 

Again '^scveraP council members 
felt that an election \vas necessary 
if only to clear the air and the 
great confusion that resulted from 
the irregularities. 

After the preceding discussion 
the council members again resumed 
council form and the vote which 
followed resulted in deadlock. In 
an effort to achieve a definite ma- 
jority opinion one council member 
then suggested that the previous 
motion be completely reworded 
in order to make it more exact 
definitive and. rid it of weak and 
futile nature. A motion which 
would be an exact and unanimous 
stand and also a statement com- 
pletely exonerating Mr. Black was 
suggested. 

"Whereas the Council has care- 
fully considered the irregularities 
which did occur with respect to

not warrant the calling of a '"new 
election. 

'•Furthermore this Council Wish- 
es to completely exonerate Mr. L. 
K. Black from any deliberate and 
premedlatcd infraction of Council 
rules."

The battle of Korea, as seen by 
a doctor, will be described by 
Colonel Garfield G. Duncan tonight 
at 8.30 in Moysc Hall. The speaker 
has just returned from Seoul, 
Korea's capital. 

Colonel Duncan' graduated from 
McGIll as a doctor of medicine in 
1923, and practised for some tinie 
in Philadelphia. He became Clinical 
Professor of Medicine at the Jeffer- 
son Medical College in Philadelphia. 
During the Second World War, he 
became a colonel of the United 
States Army Medical Corps, and 
was sent to the South Pacific 
Islands. 

After the war, Colonel Duncan 
founded the Franklin Clinic in 
Philadelphia. During the last two 
years, he was the first man to make 
a medical survey covering the 
whole of Europe. This year he was 
commissioned to make a similar 
survey of the South and Eastern 
Pacific Island?. He came to Korea's 
capital, Seoul, only three days nflcr 
it was recaptured by the United 
Nations forces. 

The lecture, which is sponsored 
by the University, will be ac- 
companied by coloured slides made 
by Col. Duncan himself. Both stu- 
dents and the public arc Invited.

European, and a strong English in- 
fluence Is sometimes apparent. 
However, because of the various 
cultures throughout the vast ter- 
ritory of Canada, it is almost im- 
possible (o incorporate them all in- 
to one type of Canadian music. 

Among the younger Canadian 
composers is J. Wclnzwelk, who 
lias had performances here and In 
Europe. He has been influential 
among young composers who are 
interested fn his paHfctilar French- 
romantic Impressionist pattern of 
writing and style. 

Jean Adams of Vancouver writes 
in a straight forward style, with 
predominant English influence. One 
of her most typical compositions 
is a "Winter's Tale." 

Mr. Brott played a recording of 
his own composition "Violin Con^ 
ccrto," which was written for the 
Little Symphony here, and is to 
be presented on April 10 In New 
York. This: work was proclaimed by 
critics here to be an exceptional 
ly well-written musical composi- 
tion. 

Although Mr. Brott has had con- 
siderable success, most Canadian 
composers have greater difficulty 
in presenting their works to the 
public. The two^main reasons for 
this are the 'tremendous expense 
involved and the apathy of the 
public. The Toronto Symphony has 
included more Canadian composi- 
tions than any other orchestra, but 
Sir Earnest McMillan is reluctant 
to play many, as he considers them 
poor box office, 

Canadian composers need public 
support. Their craftsmanship Is 
good, and represents their period, 
but unless more popular support 
is given to their efforts, Canadian 
composers will continue to look 
upon their work as an expensive 
personal hobby.

Existentialism 
Explained By 
Thomson 

Existentialism, the philosophy 
that tries to analyse the cause of 
disruption tn^ modern society, will 
be Introduced tonight to the Phil- 
osophical' Society by Professor 
James S. Thomson, Dean of the 
Faculty of Divinity and Professor 
of Philosophy and Psychology of 
Religion. The event takes place at 
8 p.m. in Divinity Hall. 

Existentiajlsm is a contemporary 
philosophical theory that sprang 
from the soli of a devastated Euro- 
pean civllzation. 11 maintains that 
man is tormented by himself, the 
victim of his own thought. Conse- 
quently the question Is posediasj to 
whether civilization Is a" blessing 
or a curse. 

The figure of Kierkegaard dom- 
inated the existential outlook which 
has assumed a wide variety of ex- 
pressions both in France and in 
Germany. The most notable expon- 
ent In North America is Rcinhoid 
Nicbuhr of New York. 

The theisttc existentialists such 
as KicrkeK.iard, Jaspers and Marcel 
maintain that the discovery of our 
true selves musl%^i]|part of the 
process of rediscovering the Divine 
as a hidden and forgotten dimen- 
sion of human existence. Heidigger 
and Sartre proclaim that man's dis- 
covery of himself ns he really exists 
is a prelude lo true freedom. 

Professor Thonison will trace the 
rise of this philosophy and estimate 
its importance and value.

Greek Drama 
At MR T 



The Montreal rtcpcrtory Theatre 
chose as its first Studio producUon 
of the current season Jean An- 
ouiih's contemporary version of the 
Sophoclcan tragedy •'Antigone." 
It was prc£cntcd .il the Guy Street 
Playhouse l;ist nipht to an enthus- 
iastic audicr.cc. 

Anouilh baa nut cndvavoured to 
ciipturc the sweeping grandeur uf 
tragedy in the Aristotelean sense, 
but has attempted Instead to con- 
vey to the audience the Inevitabil- 
ity of a tragedy without hope, a 
tragedy in which the implications 
arc startlingiy applicable to près* 
ent day society. And. through An- 
tigone's rejection of Crcon's plea 
for compromise, Anouilh cham- 
pions the cause of personal free- 
dom and the necessity for abolish- 
ing any form of autocratic rule. 
'Antigone," then, becomes a trag- 
edy of implicit social comment: 

The acting, on the whole, was the 
finest seen at the M.R.T. so far this 
year. It Is a pity perhaps that more 
attention could not have been 
given to the casting of some ol the 
minor roles. A few of the scenes 
lost in impressiveness because of 
aii apparent lack of experience on 
the. part of several supporting 
players. 

Yyette Brind'amour, in the title 
role, gave an outstanding perform- 
ance. She made the transitions from 
childish simplicity to strong-willed 
determination without for a mo 
ment failing to convey every facet 
of the author's intention. Here was 
a role thoroughly comprehended 
and beautifully played. 

As Creon, Kenneth Haslam pre 
sentcd a convincing portrait of the 
vacillatldg and self-deluded ruler 
of Thebes. The arrogant delivery 
was well-sustained throughout 

Richard Easton's subtle charm and 
excellent dicUraj^provided^the 
audience with'*a*1rtilr?fie'^£h«us.

Reject Grant 
ToMcMastMJ. 



Himillon, Ontario — (CUP) — 
Haiitilton ratepayers have turned 
thumbs down on 'à.'. by-law which 
would have authorized the City 
Council to make a grant of $250,000 
to McMastcr's Hamilton College. 
At polling In recent civil elections 
the voters rejected the proposal 
by a majority of 3,762 votes. 

Results;àt''an-^advance poll seem- 
ed to Indicate that opinion was In 
favor of the measure, but by the 
half way mark In the returns, the 
proposed grant was 2.000 votes 
down with loss than 8,000 voles 
to be recorded. The final returns 
showed 13,863 for and 17,623 
against. 

Commenting oh the defeat of the 
by-law, Dr. H. G. Thode, principal 
of Hamilton College, said, "We arc 
naturally disappointed that the by- 
law has been turned down. The 
passing of this by-law would have 
meattt more to the University than 
the sum involved. 

"It would have demonstrated to 
the people of the Niagara Peninsula 
and to the Province that the Univ- 
ersity . had the backing of the

Like de Quinccy and Cole- 
ridge whom he greatly admired, 
Francis Thompson was ' an opium 
addict. 

In later life he was discovered 
and rescued from his poverty. 
■ He conceived the poet as "the 
minister and interpreter of beauty 
. . . He must reveal the hidden 
beauty of Ihc world". 11 was 
through the directness of the poet's 
imaginative perception that he 
could learn,, to know God; but he 
had also to be called to repentance 
and to renounce .even the sweet and 
beautiful things of terrestrial life. 
The poet should also be a morally 
good man," ... the devil can do 
many things, but he cannot writi^ 
poetry. This xyhole process involved 
suffering, yet pain, was a necessity 
*'. ; . becau|c.,each;tnan Is prisoner 
ot his soul's 'friisiration." This, how 
ever, was the way to ultimate lib- 
eration. Thus was achieved the rc-

For a continental atmosphere 
there is Rumpelmaycr's at 50 Cen- 
tral Park South. This is the place 
for tea and Sunday morning break- 
fasts, the latter time being the 
fashionable time to go there. They 
serve a continental breakfast of 
fruit, brioches, and coffee at a mod- 
crate price. The French pastries 
and brioches arc excellent. 

Sardl's at 234 West 4tth Street Is 
the place to see actors, produccr.s 
and playwrights at a reasonable 
cost. Here you may sit at a table 
next to John Giclgud or Ray Bol- 
ficr, and sec many other familiar 
f.iccs around you. Gard, the Rus- 
sian cartoonist, ikclched the cele- 
brities that decorate the walls. The 
best time to ao is around noon o,' 
Just after the theatre, if you go 
for dinner, go very early. If you 
arc going on_ t^ the theatre they 
always sec ti7al you arc served in 
plenty of time lo gel there. 

If you want a noisy time there is 
Joe King's Rathskeller, 190, ,'ira 
Avenue. Hci'c everyone sings as 
well as cals. It is a little bit of 'Old 
New York', with German-Amer- 
ican cuisine, beer In steins, and 
community singing. It is a favorite 
with the "Ivy League".

New Election Unwarranted; 
Council Exonerates Btack 



NoDelibërate 
Infraction of 
SEC Regulation 

In a single motion cxoneratlns 
L. K. (Bimbo) Black from any de- 
liberate and premcdlated infraction 
o( council rules. Students' Council 
passed a motion by a close vote of 
7 to 5 last night which also declar- 
ed that the campaign procedure of 
the last election did not warrant 
the calling of a new élection, 
•<. ^. The motion : was . the result of a 
lengthy idlwusiilon by council mem- 
bers. , 

The council then resolved itself 
into a committee to enable un- 
llmlted^lscusslon. The nature of 
th'e^debale' which followed intro- 
duction of the motion centered 
around the two grounds, moral and 
technical, which might be consid- 
ered as a basis for re-election. 
Several councillors felt that mor- 
ally there was no violation, but that 
there was technically, and the 
question to be resolved was whe' 
ther the technical infringements 
were of sufficient magnitude to 
wnrrant re-election. 

Again several council members 
felt that an election Vas necessary 
if only to clear the air and the 
great confusion that resulted from 
the Irregularities. 

After the preceding discussion 
the council members again resumed 
council form and the vole which 
followed resulted In deadlock. In 
an effort to achieve a definite ma- 
jority opinion one council member 
then suggested that the previous 
motion be completely reworded 
in order to make it more exact 
definitive and. rid it of weak and 
futile nature. A motion which 
would be an exact and unanimous 
stand and also a statement com- 
pletely exonerating Mn Black was 
suRgcstcd. 

"Whereas the Council has care- 
fully çonsidered the irrcsularitics 
which did occur with respect to 
° the' commerce-i-elcction» campaign* 
ins the Council feels that these do 
not warrant the calling ofa^'ncw 
election. T 

"Furthermore this Council wish- 
es to completely exonerate Mr. L. 
K. Black from any deliberate and 
premcdlated infraction of Council 
rules."

Doctor 
Describeis 
Korea . 

The battle of Korea, as seen by 
a doctor, will be described by 
Colonel Garfield G. Duncan tonight 
at 8.30 In Moysc Hall. The speaker 
has just returned from Seoul, 
Korea's capital. 

. Colonel , Duncan' graduated from 
McGill as a doctor of medicine In 
1923, and practised for some tinic 
in Philadelphia. He became Clinical 
Professor of IVledicinc at tho Jeffer- 
son Medical College in Philadelphia. 
During the Second WorM War, he 
became a colonel of the United 
States Army Medical Corps, and 
was sent to the South Pacific 
Islands. 

After the war. Colonel Duncan 
founded the Franklin Clinic in 
Philadelphia. During the last two 
years, he was the first man to make 
medical survey ' covering the 
whole of, Europe. This year he was 
commissioned to make a similar 
survey of the South and Eastern 
Pacific island;. He came to Korea's 
capital, Seoul, only three days adcr 
it wa.s recaptured by the United 
Nations forces,. 

The lecture, which is sponsored 
by the University, will be ac- 
companied by coloured slides made 
by Col. Duncan himself. Both stu- 
dents and the public arc invited.

He has been influential 
among young composers who are 
intcrcstcci'fn his' parlfciilar French- 
romantic Impressionist pattern of 
writing and style. 

Jean Adams of Vancouver writes 
In a straight forward style, with 
predominant English influence. One 
of her most typical compositions 
Is a "Winter's Talc." 

Mr. Brott played a recording of 
his own composition "Violin Con 
ccrlo," which was written for the 
Little Symphony here,' and is to 
be presented on April 10 in New 
York. This work was proclaimed by 
critics here to be an exceptional 
ly well-written musical composi- 
tion. 

Although Mr. Brott has had con- 
siderable success, most Canadian 
composers have greater difficulty 
in presenting their works to the 
public. The two main reasons for 
this are the tremendous expense 
involved and the apathy of the 
public. The "Toronto Symphony has 
included more Canadian composi- 
tions than any other orchestra, but 
Sir Earnest McMillan is reluctant 
to play many, as he considers them 
poor box office. 

Canadian composers need public 
support. Their craftsmanship is 
good, and represents their period, 
but unless more popular support 
is given to their efforts, Canadian 
composers will continue to look 
upon their work as an expensive 
personal hobby. \

Explained By 
Thomson , 

Existentialism, the philosophy 
that tries to analyse the cause of 
disruption In. modern society, will 
be introduced tonight to the Phil- 
osophical Society by Professor 
James S. Thomson, Dean of the 
Faculty of Divinity and Professor 
of Philosophy and Psychology of 
hellglon. The event takes place at 
8 p.m. in Divinity Hail. 
■ Existentialism is a contemporary 
philosophical theory that sprang 
from the soil of a devastated Euro- 
pean civllzatlon. It maintains that 
man is .tormented <by^' himself, the 
victim of his ôwn' thoùght. Conse- 
quently the question is posed as to 
whether civilization is a blessing 
or a curse. 

The figure of Kierkegaard dom- 
inated the existential outlook which 
has assumed a wide variety of ex- 
pressions both In France and In 
Gmnany. The most notable expon- 
cnrin North America is Reinhoid 
Nicbuhr of New York.

Tlic Montreal Repertory Theatre 
chose as its first Studio production 
of the current season Jean An- 
ouilh's contemporary version of the 
Sophoclcan tragedy •'Antigone." 
It was prc-TiitCil nl the Guy Street 
Playhouse last night U) an cnthus- 
iaslic audience. 

.\nuuilh has nut endeavoured tu 
capture the sweeping grandeur uf 
tragedy in tiic Aristotelean sense, 
but ha.s attempted instead to con- 
vey to the audience the inevitabil- 
ity of n tragedy without hope, a 
tragedy in which the Implications 
are slartlliigly applicable to pres- 
ent day society. And through An- 
tigone's rejection of Crcon's plea 
for compromise. Anouilh cham- 
pion.s the cause of personal free- 
dom and the necessity for abolish- 
ing any form of autocratic rule. 
"Antigone," then, becomes a trag- 
edy of implicit social comment. 

The acting, on the whole, was the 
finest seen at the M.R.T. so far this 
year. It is a pily perhaps that moro 
altcnlion could not have been 
given to the casting of some of the 
minor roles. A few of the scenes 
lost In imprcssivencss because of 
an apparent lack of experience on 
the. part of several supporting 
players. 

Yyettc Brind'amour, in the title 
role, gave an out.standing perform- 
ancp. She made ihe transitions from 
childish simplicity to strong-willed 
dctcrminatinii without for a mo- 
ment failing to convey every facet 
of the author's Intention. Here was 
a role thoroughly comprehended 
and beautifully played. 

As Crcoii, Kenneth Haslam pre- 
sented a convincing portrait of the 
vacillatiog and self-de)udcd ruler 
of Thebes.

Hamilton, Ontario — (CUP) — 
Hamilton ratepayers have turned 
thumtu down on à by-law which 
wôuldxhave authorized the City 
Council to make a grant ot $250,000 
to McMaster's Hamilton College. 
A(^ polling in recent civil elections 
the^J voters rejected the proposal 
by a majority of 3,762 votes. 
' ;Resiilts of an- advance poll seem- 
ed to indicate that opinion was In 
favor of the measure, but by the 
half way mark in the returns. the 
proposed grant was 2,000 votes 
down with less than 8,000 votes 
to be recorded. The final returns 
showed . 13,863 ° for and 17,625 

Commenting on the dercalYot the 
by-law, Dr. H. G. Thode, principal 
of Hamilton College, said, "We arc 
naturally disappointed that the by- 
law has been turned down. The 
passing of this by-law would have 
meant more to the University than 
the sum involved. 

"It would have demonstrated to 
the people of the Niagara Peninsula 
and to the Province that the Univ- 
ersity had the backing of the 
citizens of Haniiiton." 



St James Lit Society

At 
university, ho had attended tew 
classes and passed no examinations. 
Like Coleridge he tried to Join the 
army as a private soldier, but had 
been rejected contemptuously. After 
that he drifted to the underworld 
of London where he failed to make 
a living either as a news vendor or 
a beggar. 

In thai period he often slept on 
the benches of the . Thames em- 
bankment ahd met the most sordid 
characters^ot the slums. Vet he had 
Ihe irispiration. tor some ot his 
most beautiful poetry from this 
period of degradation. A woman 
of the street, for instance, who 
helped him out ot destitution, gave 
him inspiration tor a poem "For A 
Child". Like dr Quincey and Cole- 
ridge whom he greatly admired, 
Francis Thompson was an opium 
addiet. 

In later life he was discovered 
and rescued from his poverty. 

He conceived the poet as "the 
minister and interpreter of beauty 
. . . He must reveal the hidden 
beauty ot the world". It was 
through the directness of the poet's 
imaginative perception that he 
could learn to know God; but he 
had also to be called to repentance 
and to renounce .even the sweet and 
beautiful things ot terrestrial lite, 
llie poet should also be a morally 
good man," . . . the devil can do 
many things, but he cannot write, 
poetry. This \Yhole process involved 
suffering, yet pain was a necessity 
". . . because each man Is prisoner 
of his soul's frustration." This, hovy

New York is a cily where one 
can eat in any language. Here one 
can dine in restaurants ot all 
nations which feature their food 
and atmosphere, and many, ot the 
restaurants arc also of historic 'in- 
terest. 

As well as these restaurants, 
there are also the Automats, which 
arc to be found all over the city, 
and arc the cheapest places to eat 
in New York. A good plan would 
be to have one meal a day in the 
Automat, and one in one ot these 
recommended restaurants, rather 
than Just eating in the runot-thc- 
mill places. ■' \ , 

Rather . ' 
For an old English Inn atmos- 
phere, there is Keen'a Chop House, 
on 36th Street, East ot 61h Avenue. 
It Is one ot the best known ot Its 
type in New York, and you dine 
in an atmosphere of low . beams 
covered with only, jtcjayjfe'p ip'es. 
These pipes, known^*S**cm!r3?- 
wardens, have an interesting story 
behind them. They belonged to the 
former patrons of Ihe restaurant, 
who kept them there to use when 
they came in to dine. When they 
died, the stem was broken off and 
the pipe was left hanging on the 
beam. Prices arc rather high. 

Pete's Restaurant & Tap-room a'. 
Ihe northeast corner ol Irving 
Place and 18th Slrccl, was the 
favorite eating place ot O. Henry, 
and also where he wrote many ot 
his more famous short stories. 
Prices moderate. 

For a c(>ntinental atmosphere 
there is Rumpelmayer's at 50 Cen- 
tral Park South. This is the place 
for tea and Sunday morning break- 
fasts, the latter time being the 
fashionable time to go there. They 
serve a contincntal^brcakfast of 
fruit, brioches, anit'cbfrcc at a mod- 
crate price. The French pastries 
and brioches are excellent. 

Sardi's at 234 West 44th Street is 
the place to see actors, producers 
and playwrights at a reasonable 
cost. Here you may sit at a, table 
next to John Giclgud or Ray Bol- 
ger, and see many other lamlliar 
faces around you. GarJ, the Rus- 
sian cartoonist, iketchcd the cele- 
brities that decorate the walls. The 
best time to go is around noon o.* 
Just after the theatre. If you go 
tor dinner, go very early. If you 
arc going on to the theatre they 
always see that you arc served in 
plenty of time to get there. 

If you want a noisy time there Is 
Joe King's Rathskeller, 190, 3ra 
Avenue. Here everyone sings as 
well as caU. It is a little bit of 'Old 
New York', with German-Amer- 
ican cuisine, beer in steins, and 
community singing. It is a favorite 
with the "Ivy League".

Washington Square. The walls arc 
covered with paintings by the Vill- 
age artists.
